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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicants* argument is not persuasive. The 
applicants argue that the recitation of the "signaling sequence" is not taught by Kanterakis because the term is described in the 
specification as a pseudo-random square-wave signal. However, upon further consideration, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The 
recitation of the "signaling sequence" may be interpreted as being a signal having a certain sequence (which is taught by Kanterakis, see 
Fig. 6 wherein the burst signals comprise a pilot symbols followed by power control symbols. Further note col. 6, lines 1-19 wherein the 
preamble is followed by a pilot signal, or are in a sequence). In other words, the term may be Interpreted as broadly as their terms 
reasonably allow in their given plain meaning. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2nd 1057 (Fed. CIr. 1993). Thus, Kanterakis 
teaches the limitation as recited . 
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
